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Bus Stop Versus Parking 


Conflict Ends

In the most recent conflict be- 
tween parking and bus stops, 
parking won, at least for the time 
being. As the vote neared, Mayor 
Judith Davis’ frustration was clear. 
“It’s interesting how we change,” 
she said. “Council members say, 
let’s make sure people can have 
access to public transportation.” 
By taking no action at that night's 
meeting, she said, council had 
maintained a situation where dis- 
abled people “cannot get to the 
bus without practically crawling.” 

The issue, at the November 22 
regular meeting of the Greenbelt 
City Council, was how to balance 
the competing needs of motorists, 
residents and bus riders regarding 
the bus stop located on south- 
bound Southway (heading towards 
Ridge Road) at Crescent Road 
opposite the Municipal Building. 
Currently three parking places are 
located in front of the bus stop. 
When filled, these spaces prevent 
_ buses from pulling to the curb. 
Their standing away from the 
curb blocks motorists attempting 
to turn onto Southway to reach 
the Baltimore Washington Park- 
way and Greenbelt Road. 

Bus riders must walk between 
the parked cars to get to the bus, 
which can be particularly difficult 
for people with mobility limita- 
tions. It also limits the usefulness 
of the “kneeling” feature of 
Metrobuses, which is fully effec-

tive only when the bus is right 
next to the curb. 

To get feedback on the prob- 
lem, the city sent a survey to 
residents of the | and 2 Courts 
of Southway. Only three resi- 
dents returned the survey, two of 
whom opposed eliminating park- 
ing at the bus stop. City staff 
noted that parking near the corner 
of Southway and Crescent Road 
is “at a premium,” that no acci- 
dents have occurred there and 
that similar situations exist at 
other bus stops in the city. In 
the absence of consensus among 
the city staff regarding what, if 
any, action should be taken, City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
proposed prohibiting parking at 
the bus stop between 8 a.m. and 
6 p.m. for a six month trial pe- 
riod. 

In the end, council also 
reached no agreement about what 
action should be taken. On a 4- 
1 vote with Davis opposed, coun- 
cil sent the issue back to staff 
with directions to look at other 
approaches. Councilmembers 
Thomas White, Edward Putens, 
Rodney Roberts and Alan 
Turnbull opposed eliminating 
parking in that area without con- 
sideration of other possible ap- 
proaches. Davis favored giving 
McLaughlin’s proposal a try. 

Turnbull proposed taking out 
one space and “bump|[ing] out

Jaeger Tract Development 
Project in State of Flux

The Jaeger tract saga is cur- 
rently adding another chapter to 
its long and complicated history. 
Situated east of Kenilworth Av- 
enue and jutting into the 1,100 
acre Greenbelt Park like two 
massive horns of a bull, the Jae- 
ger tract returns to the spotlight 
because AD and C Management 
Company (ADC), a New York- 
based firm, is studying the feasi- 
bility of developing the two re- 
maining tracts (17.4 and 3.7 
acres) of the 76.57 acre Jaeger 

property. | 
Already housed on almost 56 
acres of the property are the two 
high-rise apartment towers of 
Westchester Park — one with 
308 condominium units; the other 
with 303 rental units — and 226 
two and three-level condominium 

townhouse/apartment units. 
Since September, ADC has 
presented several visions for the 
remaining 17.4 and 3.7 acre 
properties. The company has not 
yet purchased the two sites from 
the seller, Chevy Chase Bank, 
administrators for the Jaeger Es- 
tate. In a letter to their attorney, 
Russell Shipley, of the law firm 
of Shipley & Horne, ADC part- 
ners said, “We have informed 
them (the sellers) that we are 
willing to renegotiate the contract 
based on a new proposed devel- 


opment plan. In order to come to 
a final commitment with the sell- 
ers and have an immediate clos- 
ing as the sellers are requesting, 
we would need a gesture of sup- 
port from the Civic Groups of 
Westchester Park for the new pro- 
posed development plan.” 

The latest plan calls for 35 
single family detached homes on 
the 17.4-acre parcel, which is 
zoned Rural Residential (RR: two 
units an acre). According to 
ADC, “These homes will be more 
of the larger custom type homes.” 
An earlier proposal that was later 
taken off the drawing board called 
for 17 townhomes and 46 de- 
tached single family dwellings 
under the Comprehensive Design 
Zone/Residential Medium. Al- 
though this zone is allowed under 
the 1990 College Park, Langley 
Park, Greenbelt Master Plan and 
Sectional Map Amendment, a 
lengthy process of rezoning the 
tract from the existing RR zone 
to the Comprehensive Design 
Zone would be required. 

ADC also requested ‘a gesture 
of support” for the 3.7-acre parcel 
located between the condominium 
townhome/apartment development 
and the 6100 Towers condo- 
minium building. The company 
proposes the development of two 
adult buildings totaling 60 units.

Greenbelt Places 4th 
In County Snow Rodeo

The Greenbelt Public Works 
Department co-sponsored a snow 
rodeo at Redskins Stadium with 
the county’s Public Works De- 
partment on October 27. The 
event was also sponsored by the 
Council of Governments (COG), 
Local Government Insurance 
Fund (LGIT), and Injured Work- 
ers Insurance Fund (IWIF). 

The city of Greenbelt initiated 
the idea of this year’s snow. ro- 
deo as early as last January, 
which gained interest from the 
county. The last snow rodeo 
took place three or four years 
ago because interest lapsed. 
Next year, the city would like to 
have a smaller rodeo in 
Greenbelt. 

“It is good for the morale of 





city workers,” Bill Phelan, 
Greenbelt horticulturist, said. 
The three different competi- 
tions comprising the rodeo in- 
cluded a circle of safety which 
was a safety check of a dump 
truck’s brake system, lighting 
system, etc.; a written test of a 
Maryland motor vehicle law; and 
an obstacle course which was a 
drive through with barrels and 
barricades.

(USDA) administrative center.

Those 
who think that denying an in- 
terchange will prevent develop- 
ment in this area are burying

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“Virtual Greenbelt” 
Now on the Internet

Greenbelt can now be visited 
instantly anywhere around the 
world with the help of “Virtual 
Greenbelt,” an Internet site con- 
taining images, interviews and 
other materials related to the 
city. 

Virtual Greenbelt owes its 
existence to Professor Jo 
Paoletti’s frustration with the 
limits of the traditional class- 
room. Paoletti, as American 
Studies faculty member of the 
University of Maryland, was 
teaching a course in “material 
culture: the use of objects to 
interpret the human experience.” 
The final project for her stu- 
dents was to prepare an exhibit 
— a display, actually. The stu- 
dents had no advance time to 
set up exhibits, and 25 or 30 
displays overflowed the space 
and were difficult to visit and 
evaluate. Paoletti expressed her 
frustration to a colleague, out- 
lining her dream: a computer- 
ized exhibit gallery where stu- 
dents create and display their 
projects over the span of an en- 
tire semester, with time for 
feedback and revision. 

Website Born 

The website she created is 
an ongoing project developed 
by the Department of American 
Studies at the University of 
Maryland, College Park. It is 
also a collaboration with the 
Greenbelt Museum, which 
houses many of the historical 
items noted on the site. 

Visually, the site is pleasing. 
It offers pictures from 
Greenbelt’s past, including the 
building of the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway through 
Greenbelt in 1954, pictures of 
Greenbelt municipal employees, 
and an array of other notable 
pictures related to the city. 

“The site offers a rich body 
of primary resources for classes 
studying 20th century domestic 
life and progressive urban plan- 
ning ideas, and provides public- 
ity and education outreach for 
the real Greenbelt community,” 
said Mary Sies, an associate 
professor of American Studies, 
as reported in a publication by 
the Arts and Humanities De- 
partment at the University of 
Maryland. Virtual Greenbelt 
also offers the chance for stu- 
dents to have hands-on experi- 
ence in research and methods to 
give presentations to the public. 


The site houses many student 


projects from the University of 

Maryland, some of them con- 

taining a wealth of information 

about daily life in Greenbelt, 

accessible to a wide audience. 
First Stage 

The website is currently in 
its first stage of a two-tiered 
project. The first stage houses 
the pedagogical platform that 
the Department of American 
Studies uses to teach web-based 
courses involving students in 
primary research projects focus- 
ing on “historic” Greenbelt. 
The second stage will provide a 
virtual Greenbelt Museum. 

“I think that Virtual 
Greenbelt compares favorably 
to the 50th anniversary book on 
Greenbelt, for anyone who is 
curious about the town’s origins 
and early years. And for learn- 
ing about daily life in a modest 
town in the 1930s and 1940s, 
I’m not sure it has much com- 
petition, at least online,” said 
Paoletti. 

Visitors to the website will 
get a clear picture of past 


Assisted Living Concept Explored by Task Force

“People have had to leave 
Greenbelt for reasons of inad- 
equate care. I see our charge 
as enabling people to live in 
Greenbelt,” Alexander Barnes, 
Sr., Assisted Living Task Force 
member, said. 

The Assisted Living Task 
Force met on December 6 in 
the Greenbelt Community 
Center to discuss several op- 
tions for assisted living for se- 
nior citizens of Greenbelt. 
The task force was established 
by the Greenbelt City Council 
to determine the feasibility, in- 
cluding need for establishing 
an assisted living facility in 
Greenbelt. If the task force 


- recommends such a facility it 


is also charged with recom- 
mending a range of options 
for providing it, including con- 
sideration of city sponsorship. 
The November 1997 election 
questionnaire showed that 68% 
of respondents foresaw a need 
for assisted living and 65% re- 
sponded that a task force 
should be established to study 
the feasibility of establishing 
assisted living options in 
Greenbelt. 

During the meeting, voting 
members of the committee, 


Greenbelt, known as one of 
three “green towns” built dur- 
ing President Franklin D.

staff liaisons and advisory 
members (non-voting) gave 
their input on the future of as- 
sisted living care and what 
should be done for the growing 
elderly population in the city. 
The committee had mixed 
emotions about whether assisted 
living should be maintained at 
individual homes or at facilities 
that provide the care or both. 
Currently Avery Gardens, an 
assisted living care facility, is 
being built on Greenbelt Road, 
just east of the city. 
Committee members were 
anxious to move forward but 
were reluctant to do so because 
of the complexity of the issue. 
“It is stepping-stone progress,” 
said Christal Batey, Adult Care 
Center of Washington adminis- 
trator and committee advisory 
member. “Even the experts of 
both profit and non-profit care 
are struggling to get the perfect 
assisted-living structure.” 
Committee member Helen 
Geller said, “I feel that we 
should try a modest approach. 
When I was interviewed by city 
council to be a committee 
member, we were talking about 
making (existing) structures 
into assisted living facilities.” 
“Home care is based on an 
hourly rate and is not that 
much less expensive than an 
assisted-living center that has a 
contract with a professional 
care agency,” Cassie Triplett 
Avery Gardens’ advisory liaison 
said.

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Dr. Eleanor White Named 
School Region II Director

New Prince George’s County 
Schools Superintendent Iris T. 
Metts has initiated a number of 
changes since her appointment 
last summer. One of these has 
been the consolidation of school 
clusters within the county. Until 
recently, Dr. Gerald Boarman, 
principal, Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School (ERHS), was the Chief 
Educational Administrator (CEA) 
for the ERHS community of 
schools. All of the Greenbelt 
schools were in this cluster, as 
well as a small number of other 
facilities. The ERHS cluster no 
longer exists and Dr. Boarman 
has returned full-time as princi- 
pal. 

Dr. Metts has reorganized the 
clusters of schools into five much 
larger groupings with a regional 
director for each. Greenbelt 
schools are in Region II and Dr.

Five 
middle schools and 25 elementary 
schools are part of the region. 

Dr. White was recently pro- 
filed in the school system’s Em- 
ployee News. She has a career 
with county schools that spans 
more than two decades. She was 
the CEA for the Gwynn Park 
community of schools and also 
has served as principal, vice prin- 
cipal and teacher at Gwynn Park 
High School. Dr. White also 
served as Acting Human Re-

Hoyer Announces 


New Teachers Funds 

Congressman Steny H. Hoyer 
has announced Prince George’s 
County Schools will receive 
$2.37 million in federal fund- 
ing to pay for new teachers in 
order to reduce class sizes. 
The money for the Class Size 
Reduction Initiative is included 
in the Fiscal Year 2000 Omni- 
bus Appropriations Act, which 
was recently signed by Presi- 
dent Clinton. 

The Class Size Reduction 
Initiative is designed to help 
public schools hire new, well- 
prepared teachers to reduce the 
average class size in the early 
grades to 18 students per class- 
room, Studies have shown that 
smaller classes raise the level 
of student achievement, im- 
prove classroom discipline, and 
ensure that children are receiv- 
ing the personal attention they 
need. Maryland schools need 
this funding because it is esti- 
mated that over the past ten 
years enrollment in Maryland 
public schools increased by 
22.8 percent.

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Area Schools Upbeat on Success Stories

At the Advisory Committee 
on Education’s (ACE) principal 
reception on December 6, 
Eleanor White, director of Re- 
gion II, gave an upbeat five- 
minute keynote address. Repre- 
sentatives from Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School (ERHS), 
Greenbelt Elementary School, 
Springhill Lake Elementary, 
Magnolia Elementary, and St. 
Hugh’s Parochial School listened 
before sharing their wish lists 
and success stories. 

During her first 90 days in of- 
fice White has visited 30 of the 
39 schools in Region II in an at- 
tempt to get to know the schools 
and people in her region. White 
told the ACE members the 
Prince George’s County schools 
need volunteers, tutors, and men- 
tors. 

White said the focus during 
this initial period for Dr. Iris T. 
Metts, superintendent of schools, 
is mathematics and reading, two 
of the original three R’s. Their 
goal is to use teams as a bridge 
to success for the students of to- 
day in grades K-16, reaching 
into their adulthood. 

The school representatives say 
they are excited about their pilot 
programs, grants, and dynamic 
teachers. Local schools are us- 
ing grant money to hire teachers, 
but they see a dark cloud on the 
horizon. They hear talk that 
Prince George’s County budgets 
may move backward from 
school-based to formula-based 
calculations. They fear that such 
formulas will steal their “pur- 
chased” teachers and reassign 
them to schools with fewer 
teachers. If this happens, the lo- 
cal teacher-to-student ratios, 
which are currently low, would 
skyrocket. 

Space is another topic of con- 
cern for the local schools. They 


do not have enough. They re- 
port that every square inch of 
space is used all day every day. 
Vice Principal John Enkiri of 
ERHS says they currently have 
22 temporary buildings, and still 
need more. 

One administrator proposed a 
dream package where mentors 
would work one-on-one with stu- 
dents in a secure space. Perhaps 
schoolrooms could be made 
available at night, was a sugges- 
tion she offered. A volunteer 
coordinator could match the stu- 
dents and mentors to create a 
workable schedule. As she con- 
tinued to think out loud, 
suggested older students could 
participate in the program and 
earn cOmmunity service hours 
for their efforts. 

Other Options 

What else can the community 
do? Wire the schools for internet 
service. Create a plan to wire 
the unwired schools, such as 
Springhill Lake, and implement 
the plan. Greenbelt residents, 
University of Maryland students 
or even classes, and ERHS stu- 
dents were suggested as possible 
sources for managers and work- 
ers. 


Principal Phyllis Gillens of 


Magnolia told of cutting deals 
and creating partnerships with 
businesses in an attempt to help 
her school. Home Depot has 
donated seven laser jet printers 
to Magnolia and the school is 
trying to locate a storage facility 
for them. Gillens says she cur- 
rently has five businesses that 
are her schools’ working part- 
ners. 

Principal Liz Whelan relayed 
St. Hugh’s success stories. She 
says they are using a buddy sys- 
tem with older students tutoring 
the younger ones. Also they are 
raising money through booster 
clubs, alumni, and the commu-

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This would require a special 
exception since the existing R- 
30 zoning of the tract (multi- 
family low density - 10 units 
per acre), would permit only 
one 30-unit apartment building. 

ADC contends that “...the 
traffic density of 60 age-re- 
stricted units will be less than 
that of R-30 (garden style 
units) because of the age-re- 
stricted usage” and “The issue 
of school capacity will not be a 
factor...” The proposal provides 
“80 parking spaces” for the 
adult buildings. 

Community Response 

In his November 10 letter to 
Robert Crecco, president of the 
Westchester Park Civic Asso- 
ciation, Shipley said, “With the 
deadline imposed by the seller, 
it would be appreciated if the 
community could respond to 
this proposal as quickly as pos- 
sible.” 

To address the latest devel- 
opment proposal, an ad hoc 
committee of community resi- 
dents was formed with Crecco 
at the helm. After discussing 
the issue at two meetings, 
Crecco responded to Shipley. 
In ‘his letter of November 23 
Crecco pointed out that (1) the 
majority of respondents to a 
community survey “opposed all 
development — including de- 
velopment allowed by current 
zoning” for both the 3.7 and 
17.4-acre parcels and (2) “if 
development were to occur on 
the 3.7 acres, the majority of 
respondents would find most 
acceptable 30 units” as permit- 
ted by the existing R-30 zoning 
(no special exception). For the 
1#:4-acre parcel, respondents 
found “most acceptable 35 
units of single family detached 
houses per current RR zoning.” 

“We have every right to ex- 
pect these lands to remain un- 
developed,” argued Ceal Franz, 
president of Westchester Park’s 
multi-family townhouse/apart- 
ment condominium. She cites 
the brochures given to purchas- 
ers’ which promised the devel- 
opment would be “surrounded 
on three sides by permanent 
Parkland protected forever from 
further residential develop- 
ment.” 

Greenbelt’s Position 

The City of Greenbelt is al- 
ready on record as opposing all 
development on the two par- 
cels. Over the years, past and 
present councils have consis- 
tently requested the Federal 
government to purchase the 
parcels “to protect the park’s 
boundaries and eliminate the 
threat of devejopment.” 

In response to a letter by 
Mayor Judith Davis dated Oc- 
tober 1, 1999, U.S. Senator 
Barbara Mikulski reported that 
she had requested the National 
Park Service to respond to the 
city. U.S. Senator Paul 
Sarbanes, responding to the 
city, noted that, while he 
shared Greenbelt’s view, there 
was “extremely limited” federal 
funding. Sarbanes said he is 
pressing for legislation that 
would expand funding for both 
federal and state parkland ac- 
quisition. He encouraged the 
city to explore potential sources 
of funding offered by the State 
of Maryland. 

In a statement to the News 
Review, Congressman Steny H. 
Hoyer said: “As you may know, 
I am a strong supporter of 
smart, controlled growth and |

share the City of Greenbelt’s 
concern regarding possible fu- 
ture development of the Jaeger 
tract. I will continue to work 
with city officials to seek 
workable solutions, whether 
that means state, local or fed- 
eral funding for this property. 

The statement continued, “A 
member of my staff met with 
the City Council, the City 
Manager and the City Clerk on 
March 31 of last year to dis- 
cuss this issue. At that time, 
we expressed our willingness to 
work with the City on the po- 
tential purchase of the Jaeger 
Tract and we suggested that the 
City pursue several avenues for 
funding for the land. I look 
forward to continuing to work 
with the City to move. this 
project forward.”

City Council sent letters to 
Mikulski, Sarbanes and Con- 
gressman Albert Wynn oppos- 
ing development of the parcels 
and calling for “subsequent 
conversion of the land to 
parkland.” Berwyn Heights 
Mayor William Armistead’s let- 
ter fo Congressman Hoyer 
stated: “The Town believes the 
Federal government should pur- 
chase this property to protect 
the park’s boundaries and 
eliminate the possibility that 
unsuitable development would 
occur placing increased pres- 
sures on the area’s traffic con- 
gestion, schools and infrastruc- 
ture.”

Overall, the designated New 
American High Schools have 
achieved higher college atten- 
dance rates, higher SAT and state 
test scores, higher graduation 
rates, and lower drop out rates. 
The schools have also forged ac- 
tive partnerships with universities 
and colleges to better prepare 
their students. 

ERHS has six career pathway 
academies. “The shared vision 
for the school’s community has 
been that each student is unique 
and that as a member of a caring 
community of lifelong learners, 
each student will be able to iden- 
tify, prepare for, and realize his 
or her goals,’ Dr. Boarman said. 


Two Million Granted 
To Teach Technology 


The Maryland Higher Educa- 
tion Commission has awarded $2 
million in grants to colleges and 
universities to teach faculty to 
use technology in the classroom. 
The grants, part of a two-year 
program, will provide training to 
more than 6,000 faculty members 
at 37 colleges and universities 
and two higher education centers. 

“Technology is creating new 
opportunities for Marylanders to 
take advantage of the state’s ex- 
cellent colleges and universities 
on their own schedule and with- 
out having to travel great dis- 
tances,” the Secretary of Higher 
Education, Patricia S. Florestano, 
said. “But to take full advantage 
of technology’s promise, we have 
to give faculty the training and 
tools they need to use it.” 

Florestano said that 17 col- 
laborative proposals were submit- 
ted for funding and nine selected 
to receive funds beginning this 
year. Among these was Prince 
George’s Community College, 
which will work under a 
$700,000 grant as part of a con- 
sortium under the University of 
Maryland University College. A 
total of 3,101 faculty participants 
will receive training in this con- 
sortium.

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“Operation Midnight ” Combats Juvenile Crime 


by Barry Bernstein 

Some time ago the City of 
Greenbelt Police Department 
implemented Operation Midnight, 
a program focused on juvenile 
crime and victimization that 
helps parents prevent their chil- 
dren from coming into contact 
with crime as a suspect or a vic- 
tim. 

The program models a similar 
curfew enacted by the city of 
Laurel in 1996 which requires 
that all minors under the age of 
17 should not remain in any pub- 
lic place or any “establishment” 
between the hours of midnight 
and 6 a.m. without the presence 
of a parent or guardian, accord- 
ing to the City of Laurel Ordi- 
nance N. 1189. 

Also, the program is an exten- 
sion of the Prince George's 
County Curfew Code which re- 
stricts the time that people under 
the age of 17 can be in a public 
area during week nights, Sunday 
to Thursday, 10 p.m. to 5 a.m. as 
well as weekend nights, Friday 
and Saturday, midnight to 5 a.m. 

Greenbelt’s Operation Mid- 
night allows police officers to 
stop children under the age of 
seventeen, contact their parents 
and take them home if they are 
found to be walking the streets 
and/or the parking lots of 
Greenbelt between midnight and 
6 a.m. seven days a week. The 
parents give written permission 
to do so prior to any action 
taken by the police. This is not 
a curfew law and therefore is not 
subject to the Constitutional 
questions or challenges which 
pertain to curfew laws, according 
to a mema written by Greenbelt 
Police Chief James R. Craze. 

“Most parents are cooperative 
to the program, especially when 
dealing with older children who 
tend to be more adventurous 
about staying outside after mid- 
night. People see the kids, com- 
plain, and officers respond to 
those complaints,” Greenbelt Po- 
lice Officer “Master Patrol Officer 
(MPO-Public Information Of- 
ficer) George Mathews said. 

- There are several procedures 
that police officers follow when 
carrying out Operation Midnight, 
according to Mathews. 

First the officer will call out 
on their police radio whenever 
contacting a juvenile, giving the 
location, race, and sex of the ju- 
venile being stopped. The of- 
ficer must always treat the child 
with dignity and in a friendly 
manner, according to Mathews. 
Also, the officer must check with 
police dispatch to see if the 
child’s parent/guardian has an 
“Operation Midnight” agreement 
with the police department. Fol- 
lowing the routine check, the of- 
ficer contacts the parents and 
must comply with whatever deci- 
sion the parent makes for the 
child, according to Mathews. 

Many citizens are aware of 
the program and its impact on 
the community. 

“If a person that is outside 
late at night has a certain look 
about them, then the police are 
more likely to apprehend that 
person,” Jason Flanagan, Green- 
belt resident, said. 

“I feel parents should be more 
responsible taking care of their 
children. The curfew should be 
from 11 p.m. to 7-a.m; 12 mid- 
night is not enough,” Patrick 
Whelan, Greenbelt resident, said. 

Students at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School (ERHS) do not tend 
to be in favor of Operation Mid- 


night. 

“It isn’t fair...why should 
adults be able to go out after 
midnight, yet some of them act 
like children,” Rosa Salazar, 
ERHS student, said. “We should 
be able to take walks when we 
want,’ she said. 

“I don’t think it is fair because 
police shouldn't be the ones to 
tell you when to go home; it 
should be up to your parents,” 
Audrey Brlansky, ERHS student, 
said. 

Parents in Greenbelt can regis- 
ter their children with the 
Greenbelt Police Department by 
picking up an Operation Midnight 
form available at the Greenbelt 
Police Headquarters, 550 Crescent 
Road and at the City Administra- 
tion Building, 25 Crescent Road.

the curb like a choker’’ He noted 
that the proposed parking restric- 
tions would not cover all the 
hours during which there are con- 
- flicts between motorists, parked 
cars and bus riders. Putens sug- 
gested a curb cut-in, and Davis, 
as a compromise, suggested re- 
stricting parking at just two of the 
spaces. 

But the hour was getting late, 
there were concerns about 
whether the proposed approaches 
were too difficult for the buses (in 
which case the drivers were likely 
to continue stopping in the street), 
and council decided to toss the 
hot potato back into the lap of 
city staff. 

Pension Shift 

Council unanimously approved 
converting employees hired since 
_ 1980 from the state pension plan 
to a new state contributory pro- 
gram. The new program will pro- 
vide 30-year employees with 42 
percent of current earnings. Un- 
der the old program such employ- 
ees would receive 24 to 36 per- 
cent of current earnings. How- 
ever, employees will have to con- 
tribute two percent of their sala- 
ries to the state program. To 
minimize the impact, employees 
have the option of reducing their 
contribution to their deferred com- 
pensation accounts by two percent 
of salary without affecting the 
amount of the city’s match. - 

State employees converted to 
this new program in July, 1998, 
but municipalities were given time 
to decide whether to join or stay 
with the old program. (City ex- 
penses under the plan will also 
increase by 0.4 percent of em- 
ployees’ salaries.) 

Employees can increase their 
future benefits by paying a one- 
time fee to be credited with ser- 
vice under this new program as of 
July 1998. The city will offer 
employees the option of either 
making this payment in a single 
lump sum or through payroll de- 
ductions over the next year which, 
as Turnbull pointed out, amounts 
to an interest-free loan to employ- 
ees. 

Other Actions 

As part of the consent agenda, 
council granted city employees an 
extra personal day to be used by 
June 30, 2000. Some form of ex- 
tra holiday has been granted to 
employees since December 1969. 

Council reappointed Sheldon 
Goldberg and Joyce Chestnut to 
the Advisory Planning Board and 
Joseph Griffith to the Employee 
Relations Advisory Board, ap- 
pointed Andy Levin to the Advi- 
sory Committee on Education and 
accepted the resignation of Judith 
Holland from the Arts Advisory 
Board. 

As required as a condition of 
$925,000 in state grants received 
by the city, council authorized 
Davis to sign a preservation ease- 
ment on the Community Center 
that gives the Maryland Historical 
Trust a perpetual easement on the 
exterior shell of the building and 
on the interior of the first floor of 
_the original 1937 building.

The Prince George’s County 
Planning Board of the Mary- 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission (M- 
NCPPC) has scheduled three 
public hearings to solicit public 
comment on school enrollment 
projections developed by M- 
NCPPC planners for 2000 - 
2005. The hearings will be 
held at 11 a.m., during the 
Planning Board’s regularly 
scheduled Thursday meetings, 
on December16 and January 6 
and will take place in the 
Fourth Floor Hearing Room of 
the County Administration 
Building in Upper Marlboro. 
Public testimony will be heard 
at the December 16 meeting; 
final analysis and recommenda- 
tions will be presented on 
January 6. Written comments 
will be accepted until Decem- 
ber 23. 

The purpose of the hearings 
is to provide the public with an 
understanding of the methodol- 
ogy used to arrive at school 
enrollment projections; to re- 
view the five-year projections 
to be used in 2000 for each 
school; and to obtain public in- 
put before the projections are 
finalized.

The craft fair held in the 
Community Center December 4 
and 5 offered a smorgasbord of 
wonderful goodies. To prevent 
confusion, I’ve interviwed three 
of the vendors. 

Phyllis G. Hall, of the Dis- 
trict, makes quilts that fold into 
pillows. She had them in a 
wide variety of fabrics. Hall 
said that. the design goes back 
to 1972. She is the third in the 
tradition of making the quilts. 
She said it takes her about five 
hours to make one. 

Ron Edmundson’s business 
card says that he makes canes, 
incense holders, and necklaces. 
Ron goes into the woods look- 
ing for interesting shapes in 
wood. He takes them home 
and seasons them for four to 
five months. Then he soaks 
them in linseed o1l for two 
days. He may sand or carve 
the wood before or after stain- 
ing the wood. He’s very free 
form about his work. He says, 
“See what you want to see.”

He lets the work suggest how 
he treats it. “Lines look good.” 

Mike and Sheilah Worrell 
have a one-two punch. Sheilah 
makes handknit items and one 
of a kind jewelry. They have 
separate business cards. Hers 
says “a division of Outback 
Bee Products.” 

Mike is the bee keeper. Be- 
sides several types of honey, he 
offers bee’s wax, bee’s wax 
hand cream, bee’s wax candles, 
and perhaps most surprising, 
pollination. When asked how 
many hives he kept, he said 
about 50, but they are scattered 
over a wide area up Route 83 
near Pennsylvania. We don’t 
often think how important pol- 
lination may be. Mike has 
made a business selling pollina- 
tion services to farmers. 

Mike’s elderberry honey has 
won two first prizes. One from 
the Maryland State Fair at 
Timonium, and the other from 
the Maryland State Beekeepers
